defend their title

Championships in Bangor, 
Maine. 

The team consists of many 
of the young players who won 
last year’s “World Series” for 
baseball players 16-14 years of 
age, and their triumph in Me¬ 
xico clinched their place at this 
year’s event to defend their 
title as Senior League World 
Champions. Aruba earned its 
third consecutive title by de¬ 
feating previously unbeaten 
Venezuela with an 8-3 victory 
in the final game of the Latin 
Division, having lost to their 
team in a pervious match. 
Aruba went 3-1 in regional 
pool play, and then defeated 
Guatemala 11-0 in the semifi¬ 
nals. Venezuela, who was 4-0 
in pool play, defeated Curacao 


12-2 in their semifinal game, 
giving the Aruban team a 


chance to show their mettle 
against this powerhouse team 
one more time and bring home 
the victory. 

Aruba is the third team to 
qualify for this year’s world 
championships; Asia Pacific 
champion Tanauan City, the 
Philippines, and Friuli Venezia 
Giulia, Italy, winner of the Eu¬ 
rope-Middle East-Africa re¬ 
gional, have also earned their 
places in the games, which be¬ 
gins Aug. 14 and run through 
the final game for the World 
Champion title on Aug. 20. 
Aruba is scheduled to play the 
opening game of the series. 

The team arrived home on 
Sunday evening around 10:30 
P.M. to be congratulated per¬ 
sonally by Aruba’s Prime Min¬ 
ister Mike Eman, Minister of 
Finance, Environment and 
Utilities, Mike de Meza, and 
Little League District Admin¬ 
istrator for Aruba, Elio Heron- 
imo, along with thrilled friends 
and family at their returning 
again with the district champi¬ 
onship title.

CARACAS, Venezuela 
Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez does not have colon 
cancer and does not currently 
need chemotherapy, his for¬ 
mer vice president said, with¬ 
out detailing Chavez’s exact 
condition. 

Chavez staged a tri¬ 
umphant return to Venezuela last Monday after cancer surgery 
in Cuba but doubts remain as to whether he is strong enough to 
run the OPEC nation and whether he will be able to have a full- 
scale campaign for the 2012 presidential election. 

”He is sick but he is not gravely ill," Jose Vicente Rangel 
said . "I know that the cancer he has is not colon (cancer) and 
that for the moment he will not need chemotherapy." 

One source close to Chavez's doctors said the president does 
have colon cancer and will undergo chemotherapy treatment 
that could last several months.

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Pakistan defiant as US halts 
$800 min military aid 


ISLAMABAD, (AFP) - The 
Pakistani military on Monday 
insisted it was capable of fight¬ 
ing Islamic militants without 
US assistance, hitting back 
after Washington said it would 
suspend $800 million worth of 
security aid. 

"The army in the past as 
well as at present has con¬ 
ducted successful military op¬ 
erations using its own 
resources without any external 
support whatsoever," military 
spokesman Major General 
Athar Abbas told AFP 

US President Barack 
Obama’s chief of staff, 
William Daley, confirmed in a 
television interview that the 
United States has decided to 
withhold almost a third of its 
annual $2.7 billion security as¬ 
sistance to Islamabad. 

Abbas, however, said the 
military had not been officially 
informed of the decision to 
suspend aid. 

Relations between the key 


allies in the war on Al-Qaeda 
drastically worsened after US 
commandos killed Osama bin 
Laden in Pakistan on May 2, 
humiliating the Pakistani mil¬ 
itary and opening it to allega¬ 
tions of complicity or 
incompetence. 

Abbas referred AFP to an 
extraordinary statement issued 
by army chief of staff General 
Ashfaq Kayani on June 9 as 
part of the bin Laden fallout 
which recommended that US 
military aid be redirected to¬ 
wards civilians. 

The US aid freeze was wel¬ 
comed by Pakistan's neighbour 
and rival India. 

The suspended aid includes 
about $300 million to reim¬ 
burse Pakistan for some of the 
costs of deploying more than 
100,000 soldiers along the 


Afghan border, according to 
The New York Times. 

Pakistan says it has 140,000 
soldiers in the northwest, more 
than the 99,000 American 
troops in Afghanistan, fighting 
a local Taliban insurgency. 

The United States has long 
called on Pakistan to do more 
to crack down on militants, 
such as the Al-Qaeda-linked 
Haqqani network, who use its 
soil to attack within 
Afghanistan, but the army says 
its troops are too over¬ 
stretched. 

But the relationship is com¬ 
plicated as the US uses Pak¬ 
istan as a sea port and land 
corridor to truck about 50 per¬ 
cent of its military supplies 
into Afghanistan, although 
Taliban and other militants 
routinely attack the convoys. 
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Canada boycotts UN 
disarmament body over 
N.Korea 


OTTAWA (AFP)-Canada is 
boycotting the UN Confer¬ 
ence on Disarmament in 
protest after North Korea took 
over the rotating presidency of 
the body, Foreign Minister 
John Baird said Monday. 

"I think what we'll do is 
simply withdraw and boycott 
any activities of the confer¬ 
ence until after August 19," 
Baird said. "The bottom line 
is, that with respect to disar¬ 
mament, North Korea has 
been a rogue regime." 

Pyongyang holds the rotat¬ 
ing presidency of the UN 
body from June 28 to August 
19 and has said it is ready to 


engage with it on nuclear arm 
control talks, which have been 
in a deadlock for the last two 
years. 

But Canada wanted to take 
"a tough line," Baird said in a 
telephone press conference, 
adding it was not good for this 
conference "if a country like 
Canada just remains quiet." 

Canada is the only one of 
the conference's 65 members 
to have taken such a hard line. 

North Korea, which has 
tested two nuclear bombs, 
stormed out of six-nation de¬ 
nuclearization talks in 2009 
when it accused the United 
States of hostility. 


Second Murdoch paper 
hacked British ex-PM 
Brown: reports 


LONDON, (AFP) - Britain's 
former prime minister Gordon 
Brown may have had his 
phone hacked and bank ac¬ 
count breached by The Sunday 
Times, another newspaper 
owned by Rupert Murdoch's 
media empire, police said 
Monday. 

The allegations broaden the 
scandal over widespread 
phone hacking by the News of 
the World, which was shut 
down at the weekend by News 
International, Murdoch's 
British newspaper publishing 
operation. 

Brown's spokesman said 
the family was "shocked" 
when police told them of the 
new claims.Police told Brown 
that private investigator Glenn 
Mulcaire, who was working 
for News International, hacked 
his phone and accessed his 
personal bank account when 
he was finance minister. 

The BBC and The 
Guardian newspaper also re¬ 


ported that The Sunday Times 
had targeted Brown when he 
was finance minister, obtain¬ 
ing private medical, financial 
and property details. 

The BBC said someone 
acting for The Sunday Times 
posed as Brown and obtained 
details of his account at the 
Abbey National bank in Janu¬ 
ary 2000, in relation to a story 
about a flat he had bought 
from late media mogul Robert 
Maxwell. 

The Guardian reported that 
The Sun said Brown was tar¬ 
geted over a period of 10 
years, both as finance minister 
and prime minister. Brown 
was at the Treasury from 1997 
to 2007, before his three-year 
spell as Britain's premier. 

Reports on Monday said 
the News of the World also al¬ 
legedly paid British royal pro¬ 
tection officers for details 
about Queen Elizabeth II and 
other members of the royal 
family. 



MARI,(AFP) - Huge blasts in a seized Iranian arms cache 
at a Greek Cypriot naval base in southern Cyprus killed 
at least 12 people on Monday, triggering power and water 
outages likely to last months. The commander of 
Cyprus's navy, Andreas loannides, was among the dead, 
as was the commander of the Evangelos Florakis base, 
Lambros Lambrou, police and the National Guard said in 
a joint statement. Four other members of the armed 
forces and six firefighters also died. The early morning 
explosions devastated the adjacent Vassiliko power sta¬ 
tion in what Commerce Minister Antonis Paschalides 
called a "tragedy of Biblical dimensions" for the small 
Mediterranean island. The plant produces almost 60 per¬ 
cent of the country's electricity supply. Massive damage 
was caused to homes in the nearby village of Mari, forc¬ 
ing the evacuation of its 150 residents, the village head¬ 
man told AFP.Government spokesman Stefanos Stefanou 
said 62 people were injured, two of them seriously, and 
announced three days of official mourning.

of Labor, Otmar Oduber, ex¬ 
pressed satisfaction for the 
manner in which the new de¬ 
partment for Labor Advance¬ 
ment ((Departamento di 
Progreso Laboral)) con¬ 
ducted its week long registra¬ 
tion process. 

During the past week of 
registrations about 1200 per¬ 
sons registered as job seekers 
at the 12 registration centers. 
The next step is to analyze 
the registrations and ascertain 
which types of jobs these 
people want and at the same 
time to get a clear picture as 
to which of those who regis¬ 


tered are unemployed 
at the moment. 

They will have an 
indication as to 
whether those who 
registered are young 
people just out of 
school, older folks 
who have difficulty 
finding work on ac¬ 
count of their age, or 
if these are persons 
who have difficulty 
holding down a per¬ 
manent job. This in¬ 
formation, according 
to Oduber, is crucial 
in helping to delineate 
what kind of proce¬ 
dure to follow for 
business owners re¬ 
questing work per¬ 
mits for persons from abroad. 

Contrary to the past, em¬ 
ployees of this new depart¬ 
ment -DPL, will not be 
seated behind a desk 8 hours 
a day listening to clients. 
They will be more proactive 
and on the road communicat¬ 
ing with human resource de¬ 
partments. They may even 
visit employers accompanied 
by job seekers and attend in¬ 
terview sessions together 
with them; so doing learning 
first hand why they have not 
been hired.

KLM to be 
swallowed 
up by Air 
France 
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— Dutch flag carrier KLM 
appears to be poised to lose 
its autonomy within the Air 
France-KLM group because 
of changes in the corporate 
structure, the Telegraaf re¬ 
ported yesterday, without 
quoting sources. 

The paper says within the 
new structure, KLM will be¬ 
come the responsibility of a 
general director, who will re¬ 
port directly to a ? top man¬ 
agement layer, primarily 
made up of French natio¬ 
nals.' 

The new structure has 
been made necessary by the 
integration of Italian airline 
Alitalia in 2013. KLM was 
taken over by Air France in 
2004. 

The paper says Schiphol 
airport authority is watching 
developments closely be¬ 
cause of fears that the change 
could impact on the airport. 
KLM accounts for over half 
of aircraft movements at 
Schiphol.

ISPs, movie, music, TV 
groups in copyright deal 


Major US Internet Service 
Providers (ISPs) and music, 
movie and television industry 
associations unveiled a long- 
awaited agreement on Thurs¬ 
day aimed at curbing online 
copyright infringement. 

The Copyright Alert Sys¬ 
tem calls for ISPs to send a 
series of email notices to In¬ 
ternet subscribers whose ac¬ 
counts have been identified 
by content owners as illegally 
downloading music, movies 
or television shows. 

After five notices, sub¬ 
scribers could be subject to 
’’mitigation measures” by an 
ISP, including temporarily re¬ 
ducing their Internet speed or 
redirecting their account to a 
landing page with informa¬ 
tion about copyright infringe¬ 


ment. 

The voluntary agreement 
does not oblige the ISPs to 
take punitive action, which 
they have been reluctant to do 
in the absence of a court 
order. 

ISPs will not provide cus¬ 
tomers’ names to content 
owners and subscribers can 
seek an ’’independent review” 
to determine the validity of 
an infringement claim. 

’’This alert system does 
not, in any circumstance, re¬ 
quire the ISP to terminate an 
Internet subscriber’s ac¬ 
count,” said The Center for 
Copyright Information, a new 
group founded by the ISPs 
and entertainment associa¬ 
tions.

Overuse of C.Asia v s Amu-Darya a threat to 
stability: UN 

The over-exploitation of the Amu-Darya river which snakes 
across Afghanistan, Tadjikistan, Uzbekistan and Turk¬ 
menistan, could threaten the long-term stability of the region, 
the UN said Monday. The problem dates back to the Soviet 
era, when a massive cotton growing programme was 
launched by Moscow, sapping up water and releasing pesti¬ 
cides and fertilisers into the river. In addition, plans to build 
hydropower stations could add further pressure on the 2,500 
kilometres of waterway across central Asia. 

France to fund Morocco's solar energy plan 

A French minister said Monday that Paris was allocating 103 
million euros (146 million dollars) to help finance Morocco's 
solar energy plan. 

Industry and Energy Minister Eric Besson made the an¬ 
nouncement on a visit to Rabat where he met his Moroccan 
counterpart Amina Benkhadra. 

He said the funds would be disbursed by the French De¬ 
velopment Agency for a project he described as ’’the center- 
piece of the Mediterranean solar plan”. 

Morocco announced in 2009 it was launching a project 
to produce 2,000 megawatts of solar-generated electricity at 
a cost of nine

Belgium's highways shine into 
space - but for how long? 


BELGIUM - When Belgian 
astronaut Frank De Winne 
feels homesick when in 
space, all he needs to do, pro¬ 
vided it’s night, is look down 
for the bright spot for even 
nowadays, Belgium keeps its 
highways switched on. 

The almost 100 percent il¬ 
lumination of the country's 
highways can indeed be seen 
from space with a telescopic 
lens, said European Space 
Agency (ESA) spokesman in 
the German city of Cologne. 

But down on earth, the 
mood is changing and Bel¬ 
gium soon may not shine so 
brightly. 

Almost no other country 
on earth can currently afford 
such a luxury, and as energy¬ 
saving and cost-cutting meas¬ 
ures bite, even Belgium is 
beginning to consider a 
switch-off. Another excep¬ 
tion is its tiny but wealthy 
neighbour, Luxembourg, 
which too offers almost 100- 
percent lighting on its 150 
kilometres (93 miles) of 
highways. 

Belgium currently turns 
on 335,000 lights fitted to 
150,000 lampposts on its mo¬ 
torways and main roads 
every evening. 

In the economically strug¬ 
gling southern French-speak¬ 
ing region of Wallonia, 750 
kilometres of the 860-kilo- 
metre grid are lit up at night. 
In the wealthier Dutch-speak¬ 
ing north, Flanders, the roads 
are 100 percent illuminated, 
according to transport min¬ 
istries from both regions. 

But officials are begin¬ 
ning to look at the cost. 

Cash-strapped Wallonia 



last year paid out 9.5 million 
euros for 105 gigawatt-hours 
of electricity for road lighting 
— to produce that amount of 
electricity a standard nuclear 
reactor would need to run for 
about four days. 

The kingdom's affection 
for road lights dates to con¬ 
cerns some 60 years back - the 
post-World War II period when 
more and more families were 
buying cars — over spiralling 
fatalities on roads at night. 

In the 1950s, the Wallonia 
transport ministry said, while 
only a quarter of road traffic 
took place after nightfall, 
more than half of fatal casual¬ 
ties occurred during the night. 

Lamps were therefore in¬ 
troduced ’’mainly for safety 
reasons, all the more since 
energy costs seemed reason¬ 
able at that time,” a recent 
ministry report said. 

Twenty years later, exits 
and drive-ups were illumi¬ 
nated too as planners sought 
to spare drivers the constant 
change from darkness to light. 


But the apparent benefits 
for road safety have come 
under question. The Belgium 
Institute for Road Security 
(IB SR) offers mixed conclu¬ 
sions in a recent report. 

While lighting was in¬ 
stalled "with the best of in¬ 
tentions”, it presents ”a 
certain number of more or 
less important inconven¬ 
iences”, it says. 

And lampposts in many 
cases have turned out to be 
"extremely rigid and danger¬ 
ous obstacles” responsible for 
more than 18 percent of fatal¬ 
ities involving obstacles, the 
report added. 

Conservative European 
parliamentarian Peter Liesse, a 
member of Germany's Chris¬ 
tian Democratic Union (CDU) 
— Chancellor Angela Merkel's 
party — who works on the im¬ 
plementation of European en¬ 
ergy efficiency targets, says 
the European Union cannot 
force Belgium to switch off 
the highway lighting. 

But the new energy effi¬ 
ciency regulations which 
have already led to the aboli¬ 
tion of old-style light bulbs in 
households also apply to 
street lighting, he said. 

And already, the lights on 
the highways are dimming. 

In 2008, southern Wallo¬ 
nia reduced the number of 
hours lights were turned on 
from 4,050 a year to 2,350. In 
northern Flanders, a report is 
due for release any time soon 
that is expected to question 
the overall idea. 

Should the switch-off 
begin, Belgian astronauts will 
lose a beacon.

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First drug-resistant gonorrhea 
strain emerges 



Penicillin is no longer considered 
the standard treatment because it 
was previously found to be ineffec¬ 
tive in some cases. 


For the first time, international 
researchers have identified a 
strain of gonorrhea that is re¬ 
sistant to treatment with antibi¬ 
otics, scientists announced at a 
sex disease research confer¬ 
ence Monday. 

The common bacterial infec¬ 
tion, often called the "clap," 
has until now been easily treat¬ 
able with antibiotics but if left 
alone can cause infertility in 
women and painful urination 
and a pus-oozing infection in 
men. 

"Since antibiotics became 
the standard treatment for gon¬ 


orrhea in the 1940s, this 
bacterium has shown a 
remarkable capacity to 
develop resistance 
mechanisms to all drugs 
introduced to control 
it. "said Magnus Unemo 
of the Swedish Refer¬ 
ence Laboratory for 
Pathogenic Neisseria. 

Details of the dis¬ 
covery were to be re¬ 
leased by Unemo and 
colleagues at the 19th 
conference of the Inter¬ 
national Society for 
Sexually Transmitted Disease 
Research, on from July 10-13 
in Quebec City, Canada. 

Since the finding is so new, 
scientists are unclear how 
widespread the resistant strain 
may be in the world popula¬ 
tion, but concerns are mount¬ 
ing that it could spread quickly. 

As many as 700,000 people 
in the United States alone are 
believed to get gonorrhea an¬ 
nually, according to the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

Up to half of infected 


women experience no symp¬ 
toms, while men usually see 
signs of infection within two to 
30 days. 

"Anyone who has any type 
of sex can catch gonorrhea," 
according to the US National 
Institutes of Health, which 
notes however that risks are 
higher among people with 
multiple partners and people 
who have unprotected sex. 

"Gonorrhea is more com¬ 
mon in large cities, inner-city 
areas, populations with lower 
overall levels of education and 
people with lower socioeco¬ 
nomic status," added the NIH. 

People who suspect they 
may be infected should see a 
doctor in order to obtain a pre¬ 
scription and should not at¬ 
tempt to treat the problem 
themselves, experts say. 

The current treatment rec¬ 
ommended by the CDC is an 
single dose pill of an antibiotic 
called cefixime, or a single 
dose of azithromycin (Zithro- 
max) for people who are aller¬ 
gic to penicillin, ceftriaxone or 
cefixime. 


22 stone man seeks 
legal right to 
obesity surgery 


A 22 stone former police offi¬ 
cer who was denied the right to 
obesity surgery will take his 
case to the Court of Appeals on 
Monday. 

Tom Condliff,says he needs 
the stomach operation to save 
his life but the North Stafford¬ 
shire Primary Care Trust has 
ruled that his body mass index 
is not high enough to entitle 
him to funding for a gastric by¬ 
pass operation.. 

The 62-year-old a grandfa¬ 
ther from Staffordshire says 
the "irrational" decision vio¬ 
lated his rights under the 
Human Rights Act. 

Condliff became obese be¬ 
cause of drugs taken to treat 
long-term diabetes. He says he 
would rather avoid the "very 
unpleasant" surgery, involving 
removing part of his intestine 
and stomach, but without it his 
life is in danger. 

He suffers from 13 ill¬ 
nesses, takes 28 different drugs 
and uses breathing masks and 
inhalers. His weight has spi¬ 
ralled out of control in recent 
years as a result of medication. 

Specialists have told him a 
gastric bypass operation would 


not only help him shed pounds 
but could also control his dia¬ 
betes, leading to other ailments 
fading away. 

The High Court was told 
that, at 6ft 2ins, his 22 stone 
(139 kg) weight gives him a 
BMI (body mass index) of 
43kg/m2 (6.7 stone/m2), not 
high enough to qualify for sur¬ 
gery where he lives, although 
it would in the area of a neigh¬ 
bouring NHS trust. 

Condliff has tried non-sur- 
gical interventions including 
dietary and lifestyle changes 
and also drug treatments, but 
all were unsuccessful, the 
court heard 

More than half a billion 
men and women — nearly one 
in nine of all adults — are clin¬ 
ically obese, according to re¬ 
search by a team from Imperial 
College London, Harvard and 
the World Health Organisation 
(WHO). 

Supported by his GP and 
specialists treating him, 
Condliff applied for funding in 
February last year on the 
grounds that his case was "ex¬ 
ceptional".

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Wikileaks reveals US-Dutch extradition 
stalemate 


— The US and Dutch author¬ 
ities have been caught up in a 
13 -year-long extradition 
stalemate according to confi¬ 
dential US diplomatic cables 
published by WikiLeaks. The 
cables published by Wik¬ 
ileaks in 2005 show the 
Netherlands refused to extra¬ 
dite Dutch businessman 
Frerik Pluimers to the United 
States, where he is wanted on 
bribery charges. 

The Dutch foreign minis¬ 
ter at the time Ben Bot had 
asked the US to withdraw its 
extradition request. Washing¬ 
ton refused, and the Nether¬ 
lands eventually rejected the 
request in 2008. 

US authorities accuse Mr 
Pluimers of approving 
bribery payments to Pana¬ 
manian officials in 1995. 
Their permission was needed 
to move the offices of his 
company, Saybolt Interna¬ 


tional, to a new location in 
one of the Panama Canal's 
free-trade zones. The pay¬ 
ments, made from the 
Netherlands, were approved 
under the name 6 Capo 
Grande Holanda’, which in¬ 
siders say refers to Mr 
Pluimers. 

His business partner at the 
time, David Mead, was sen¬ 
tenced to four months in 
prison and fined 20,000 US 
dollars. 

In 2003, the Council of 
State, the Netherlands’ high¬ 
est administrative court, ap¬ 
proved Mr Pluimers' 
extradition. However, the US 
diplomatic cables show that 
then minister of justice Piet 
Hein Donner decided against 
the extradition because of 
“the opposition of other 
members of the cabinet.” 

A spokesperson for the 
Dutch justice ministry has 


confirmed that the extradition 
request was rejected on 23 
June 2008, stating: “The per¬ 
sonal circumstances of 
Pluimers were such that the 
minister saw fit to refuse the 
request.” 

A spokesperson for the US 
Justice Department said that 
the US was not going to let 
the matter rest, stating "The 
Dutch government’s rejection 
of our request does not affect 
the validity of the underlying 
case, or our options to request 
the extradition of the accused 
from other countries.” 

Although Mr Pluimers is 
accused of bribery, the case 
originated as an environment 
offence according to the New 
York Times. 

US diplomats say that Mr 
Pluimers “enjoyed great re¬ 
spect in the Dutch diplomatic 
and business community.”

LONDON(AFP)-European 
stock markets slumped on 
Monday, with banks hit by in¬ 
creasing signs that the euro¬ 
zone debt crisis is spreading to 
Italy, as EU policymakers 
headed to an urgent meeting on 
Greece. 

In London, BSkyB shares 
slumped more than seven per¬ 
cent on turmoil over the British 
satellite broadcaster’s future. 

In late afternoon deals, 
London’s FTSE 100 index of 
top shares dropped 1.17 per¬ 
cent to 5,920.66 points, Frank¬ 
furt's DAX 30 shed 2.49 
percent to 7,218.78 points and 
in Paris the CAC 40 index lost 
2.84 percent to 3,802.52. 

In Milan, Italy's leading 
FTSE Mib index dived 4.40 
percent to 18,210 points, while 
Madrid's IBEX-35 tumbled 3.0 
percent to 9,640.50. 

The market on Wall Street 
dived in opening trading on 
Monday amid signs of a deep¬ 
ening European crisis, with the 
Dow Jones Industrial Average 
falling 0.85 percent in the first 
half-hour of trade. 

Italian stocks also dropped 
sharply and the financial regu¬ 
lator imposed tougher rules on 
short-selling in a bid to prevent 
speculators from targeting the 
eurozone's third-largest econ¬ 
omy. 

The long-term cost of bor¬ 
rowing for Italy and Spain 


reached record high levels on 
Monday on concern that the 
eurozone debt crisis could 
spread to these two countries, 
traders said. 

The rate on 10-year bonds 
issued by Italy rose to 5.5 per¬ 
cent and on Spanish 10-year 
debt to 5.9 percent. These rates 
were at the highest levels since 
the creation of the eurozone. 

In Brussels on Monday, eu¬ 
rozone leaders were set to head 
off fresh worries of debt crisis 
contagion by seeking to iron 
out widening differences over

GENEVA (AFP)-Vietnam 
scored a victory Monday in its 
first challenge at the World 
Trade Organization against the 
United States over anti-dump¬ 
ing measures imposed by 
Washington on frozen 
shrimps. 

The trade watchdog found 
that Washington's use of the 
so-called zeroing method to 
calculate dumping margins 
were "inconsistent" with inter¬ 
national trade rules, and must 
therefore halt such action. 

The United States has lost 


several major cases at the 
WTO related to the zeroing 
method — which involves 
counting negative values as 
zero when calculating an aver¬ 
age — including against Brazil 
and the European Union. 

According to complainants, 
the zeroing method allows 
Washington to increase its es¬ 
timate of the degree of dump¬ 
ing on its markets. 

Dumping involves the sale 
of items abroad at less than the 
cost price in their domestic 
market.

The royal joined Nobel 
Peace Prize laureate Tutu as 
co-patron of The Giving Or¬ 
ganisation Trust, made up of 
10 charities that focus on is¬ 
sues ranging from HIV to chil¬ 
dren and environmental 
protection. 

"We are very thrilled be¬ 
cause you have a heart," Tutu 
told the former South African 
Olympic swimmer. 

"It shows that you care and 
we just want to say a very big 
thank you to God for you, that 
you should have wanted to use 
your celebrity for other people, 


on behalf of other people." 

She came to Cape Town 
after a party the previous 
evening where she hosted 
nearly 500 guests at the Oyster 
Box, a luxury hotel in the In¬ 
dian Ocean resort town of 
Umhlanga. The princess said 
it was "great being back 
home". 

With his trademark 
charisma, Tutu told the 
princess that she already 
looked regal in photographs, 
complimented her "serene 
highness" title and said that she 
was beautiful after hugging her 
in welcome at a local clinic in 
a shantytown. 

"I'm taking him home," the 
princess pronounced, laughing 
after he later told the audience 
they were all lovely. 

"They would say we are a 
mutual admiration society," 
Tutu said. 

The princess and her hus¬ 
band Prince Albert II arrived in 
South Africa on Tuesday for 
their tour which has been de¬ 
scribed as part honeymoon and 
part business trip. 

Albert, a member of the 
IOC, took part in Wednesday's 
election of the 2018 Winter 
Olympics host city, which saw 
Pyeongchang, South Korea 
beat out Munich, Germany and 
Annecy, France.

Uruguay have work to 
do at ’’weird” Copa 


LA PLATA (AFP) - With 
Chile and Peru unexpectedly 
setting the pace in Group C 
of the Copa America, World 
Cup semi-finalists Uruguay 
have it all to do if they are to 
reach the quarter-finals. 

A win over Mexico in La 
Plata today is needed after the 
Charruas made a slow start in 
what coach Oscar Tabarez has 
called a ’’weird” tournament. 

Despite talents such as 
Liverpool’s Luis Suarez and 
Atletico Madrid’s Diego For- 
lan to call upon the Celeste 
have been suffering from the 
strange affliction which has 
hit holders Brazil and hosts 
Argentina at the event to date 
— an inability to win games. 

Brazil coach Mano Menezes 
made the Umguayans, who 
have won a joint record 14 con¬ 
tinental titles with Argentina but 
none since 1995, his outside bet 
for glory. 

But a draw with Peru was 
not the start that Tabarez 
wanted and an ensuing stale¬ 
mate with Chile left the 
Uruguayans two points off 
the leading Pacific pair. 

Should the Uruguayans 
win and their rivals cancel 
each other out they could end 
up with five points and yet, 
depending on goal difference 
and average, come third in 



the group. 

However, it is likely that 
scenario would still see them 
through as the two best third- 
placed finishers in the com¬ 
petition's three groups will 
advance. 

Tabarez admitted Sunday 
the tournament was not pan¬ 
ning out the way he had 
wanted or expected. 

"It's unusual the way 
things are going at the mo¬ 
ment. It's weird to imagine a 
Copa America where Ar¬ 
gentina, Brazil, Paraguay or 
Uruguay go out in the open¬ 
ing phase. And it's a surprise 
to see Argentina, Brazil, as 
well as Uruguay and 
Paraguay not winning either

Chile, Peru see shift in 

Latin power balance 
Chile and Peru meanwhile go 
into today's Pacific 'clasico' 
group encounter seeking to 
show the balance of power is 
shifting westwards in the 
Latin American game. 

Chile are yearning to go 
one better than four final de¬ 
feats while Peru want a return 
to the heady days of the mid- 
1970s when a skilful side 
landed the 1975 Copa and 
then reached the second 
phase of the ensuing World 
Cup. 

With young talents emerg¬ 
ing, both countries are deter¬ 
mined to make up for lost 
time but first will look to put 
one over the neighbours in 
Mendoza. 

The Chileans have been 
almost playing at home, with 
more than 30,000 fans 
trekking over the border to 
watch a come-from-behind 
victory over Mexico and the 
draw with Uruguay while 
Peru also held the 
Uruguayans before sending 
the Mexicans packing. 

Chile might easily have 
lost their way after the well- 
respected Marcelo Bielsa, 
who led them to the World 
Cup finals last year after a 
decade-long absence, resigned 
over a disagreement with the 
federation authorities. 

While Bielsa embarks on 
a new adventure with Ath¬ 
letic Bilbao in Spain Claudio 
Borghi has taken up the baton 
and is continuing his prede¬ 
cessor's attacking style with 
the likes of Alexis Sanchez 
and Arturo Vidal both in im¬ 
pressive form.

Contador in race 
against time as 
Pyrenees approach 



FRANCE—Reigning cham¬ 
pion Alberto Contador is put¬ 
ting a brave face on a 
disappointing Tour de France 
campaign which has left him 
in a race against time to get fit 
for key stages in the Pyrenees. 

Contador hampered an ex¬ 
isting pain in his right knee 
during his fourth crash in 
eight days on Sunday's ninth 
stage, the second in the Mas¬ 
sif Central. 

The Spaniard, who has 
won all six Grand Tour in 
which he has competed in, 
finished the stage with all the 
yellow jersey favourites but 
still has a deficit of lmin 
30sec to Andy Schleck and 
1:41 to Cadel Evans. 

Schleck and Evans have 
shared the last four runner-up 
places on the race and, de¬ 
spite the threat of Italy's Ivan 
Basso, they are likely to be 
the Spaniard's biggest obsta¬ 
cles to a fourth yellow jersey. 

At a rest day meeting with 
media on Monday Contador 
said he is not too worried 


about his deficit, claiming he 
always has the 20th and 
penultimate stage time trial in 
which to close any gap. 

"I'm really not too preoc¬ 
cupied with the time I've lost 
because we still have the final 
time trial of the race,” said 
Contador, whose time tri¬ 
alling skills in recent years 
have allowed him to cement 
victories he mostly built in 
the mountains. 

And he believes the 
Schlecks will have to also 
concern themselves with 
Evans, who is having a great 
race so far and is a strong 
time triallist himself. 

"It's really too early to 
make any conclusions about 
any of my rivals but Evans is 
looking good, so is Basso and 
of course the Schleck broth¬ 
ers. 

"I would put the Schlecks 
and Evans on an equal foot¬ 
ing as far as the threat goes, 
although the Schlecks are a 
bit more dangerous because 
they can play off each other. 

"But Evans is in a good 
position and he's strong in the 
time trial, so the Schlecks 
need to attack him as well. 

"They (Schlecks) have 
been at the front of the race a 
lot this week, but so far we 
haven't seen anything yet.” 

Contador added: ”1 will 
take it day by day and, de¬ 
pending on how things are 
going with my knee, I will de¬ 
cide when I'm going to attack.”

Mass exodus hits MLB 
all-star game 


PHOENIX (AFP) - Major 
League Baseball's 2011 all- 
star game has been hit with a 
mass exodus of players as 
two more players pulled out 
Sunday bringing the total of 
no shows to 16 so far. 

Eight players bowed out 
Sunday after six pitchers 
were declared ineligible be¬ 
cause they played in games 
on Sunday. 

Philadelphia infielder 
Placido Polanco withdrew 
because of a bad back and 
Tampa pitcher David Price 
pulled out because he is suf¬ 
fering from "turf’ toe. 

Former MLB player John 
Kruk said some players have 
a legitimate reasons for not 
playing in the summer show¬ 
case but others might be skip¬ 
ping the game for the wrong 
reasons. 

"The guys elected by fans 
should be at all-star game 


whether they can play or 
not," said Kruk. "If you were 
one of the most popular play¬ 
ers in the vote you should be 
there at the all-star game." 

Sixteen all-stars won't ap¬ 
pear in today's all-star game, 
including 13 of the 68 origi¬ 
nally chosen. 

The missing is a who's 
who of MLB, including the 
Yankees' trio of Derek Jeter, 
Alex Rodriguez and Mariano 
Rivera. Rodriguez will have 
right knee surgery Monday 
and could be out for up to six 
weeks. 

The Yankees' CC 
Sabathia, the Rays' James 
Shields, the Detroit Tigers' 
Justin Verlander, the Seattle 
Mariners' Felix Hernandez, 
the Philadelphia Phillies' 
Cole Hamels and the San 
Francisco Giants' Matt Cain 
all were knocked out because 
of their starts. 


Kolobnev expelled from Tour after 
positive test 


LE LIORAN (AFP) - Russ¬ 
ian cyclist Alexandr Kolob¬ 
nev became the first rider to 
be kicked out of the Tour de 
France on Monday after an A 
sample from the Katusha 
rider tested positive for a 
banned substance. 

A statement from cycling's 
governing body the UCI (In¬ 
ternational Cycling Union) 
said a urine sample taken 
from Kolobnev in-race on 
July 6, had tested positive for 
Hydrochlorothiazide. 

The UCI statement said: 


"The UCI has informed the 
Russian rider Alexandr Kolob¬ 
nev, 30, of an abnormal find¬ 
ing (presence of 
Hydrochlorothiazide accord¬ 
ing to a report submitted by 
the WADA-accredited labora¬ 
tory in Chatenay-Malabry) 
from a urine sample taken dur¬ 
ing the Tour de France on July 
6 , 2001 . 

A diuretic, hy¬ 
drochlorothiazide is listed as 
a banned substance because 
it can also be used to mask 
other drugs.

Sneijder refuses to 
rule out move 


’’Sneijder is a great player, 
a top player. His approach 
has been more than positive. 
He is here and he wants to re¬ 
main with us.” 

Manchester United assis¬ 
tant manager Rene Meulen- 
steen, himself a Dutchman, 
said last week that he ’’could 
not think of a more ideal 
player for our team”, and for¬ 
mer United defender Gary 
Neville echoed those com¬ 
ments. 

”He is a great player who 
has played at some great foot¬ 
ball clubs like Real Madrid 
and Inter and it won’t faze 
him coming here”, he said. 

”He would be a great 
signing, but I’m sure that 
there are a number of clubs 
that are looking at him. I 
hope that Manchester United 
get him, but I don’t know 
whether that will be the 
case.” 

In addition, press reports 
last week suggested that 
Malaga, owned by Qatari 
sheikh Abdullah bin Nasser 
Al-Thani, were prepared to 
offer up to 40 million euros 
($56 million) for the player. 

Malaga have already 
flexed their spending muscle 
this summer, making eight 
new signings including Span¬ 
ish international winger 
Joaquin from Valencia, 
France midfielder Jeremy

PARIS (AFP) - FIFA made 
no comment on the retraction 
of claims by a former bid of¬ 
ficial who alleged that Qatar 
paid bribes to three FIFA 
members to secure the World 
Cup in 2022. 

Phaedra al-Majid, who 
worked as a press officer for 
Qatar 2022, told the BBC on

Inter last week agreed a 
deal to sign young Argentine 
midfielder Ricky Alvarez 
from Velez Sarsfield, seen as 
a potential replacement for 
Sneijder. 

However, the club’s new 
coach Gian Piero Gasperini, 
speaking at their pre-season 
training camp in Pinzolo in 
the Italian Alps, has said he is 
confident that the playmaker 
will stay put.
